Latest Synopsis of the Condition of 
Wheat and Oats. 


CHICAGO, May 26.—A local commission 
firm has condensed the report of crops in the 
Northwest, received by twenty correspond- 
ents. Their points are as follows: 

Texas—Fully 50 per cent more wheat acre- 
age than last year; none killed; no bugs; 
barvest progressing; large yield expected. 
Corn and oats, 50 per cent larger acreage 
than in 1881; look weil. | 

Kentucky—Twenty-five per cent more 
wheat planted than in 1881; none killed; no 
bugs; a little frost has done some damage. 

Missouri—About the same acreage .as last 


year. Great quantities of chinch-bugs in 
some locajities; no material damage; pros- 
pects very fine. Corn all planted; 15 to 20 
per cent greater acreage; no old corn on 
hand. Oats same; acreage, Only ordinary 
yield. 

Maryland—Slieht increase in winter wheat 
acreage; crop looks promising; some little 
winter wheat killed; bugs, none; 10 per 
cent cld wheat on hand. Corn—Acreage 
unchanged. Outs fifteen per cent less; look 
poorly. 

Ohio—W heat acreage same or a trifle larger; 
ten per cent of winter kilied; no bugs; 
looks well, except where flooded. The acreage 
of corn unchanged; littlejold wheat on hand. 

Indiana— Acreage somewhat increased; little 
winter killed; few bugs; the plant looks well: 
little wheat on hand. Corn about all planted; 
acreage unchanged; none left. 

Micbigan—Acreage increased ten per cent; 
none killed; nobugs; ten per cent old wheat 
on hand. Corn same acreage as 1881; none 
for shipment. Oats look well. 

IMinois Winter wheat,same acreage or trifle 
larger. Buga have appeared, but are harm- 
less as yet. The army worm has only strip- 
ped the leaves. The stand looks well and 
promises seventeen to twenty-five bushels 
per acre. Corn mostly planted, except in the 
north. Acreage same or little larger in the 
the South. Central Lilinois has about 40 per 
cent for shipment. Oatse—Acreage 15 to 20 
per cent increase; fair amount for shipment 
and looks well. 

Kansas—Winter wheat acreage about the 
same: spring tess. Both look weil. Harvest 
begin about June 10. Corn all planted; sere- 
age 20 per cent larger. Acreage of oats in- 
creased. Littie grain of any kind on hand. 

Nebraska—Not much winter wheat raised: 
none killed; acreage larger than in 1881; 
bugs harmless. Spring wheat about the same 
as last year; the plant lcoks well; little wheat 
here. Corn all planted; a little must be re- 
planted; acreage increased 25 per cent. Oats— 
Acreage large; crop splendid. 

lowa—15 per cent less average; looks well: 
littieon band. Corn acreage 15 per cent 
larger; not ail pianted; about 5 per cent on 
hand. Oats acreage 10 per cent increase; 
looks well; little on band. 

Minnesota—In southern and southwestern 
part fully 30 per cent less acreage; central 
and eastern no larger; possibly less acreage 
thanin 1881; northern section 25 per cent 
more, mostly on new land, though the season 
is backward.

OLD SAM WARD. 


The Decaying King of the Lobby and 
His Methods. 


**Gath’’ in Cincinnati Enquirer. 


Some Be bare any gentlemen were saying 
yesterday that they observed a decay of the 
mental powers of Sam Ward, who took the 
name of the “King of the Lobby” a few years 
ago, and seemed rather proudofit. An offi- 
cer of the Treasury told me that he met Ward 
on the street, knowing him very well, and the 
old man could not identify him and was very 
deaf. Another person said that he had ob- 
served the same thing—that Ward was & 
wreck, having eaten away his brain with din- 
ners. The last time I saw this peculiar 
character he was moderately bright, and 


he has always been an_ exceptional 
case of the worldly voluptuary in 
America. Many men here try to be 


epicureans and sybarites, but have not the 
natural art. The average drone hanging 
around the gambling clubs or the coaching 
parties, even if he has the capacity to specu- 
late a little, has no freshness of entertain- 
ment. Sam Ward was at once a hanger-on,a 
lobbyist, an amateurin half a dozen things, 
a good satellite and a sybarite with ease. 
Ward was a bankerin early life, belonging 
to the distinguished family of Wards who 
stood high among New York bankers thirty 
years or more ago. He married a daughter, l 
think, of William B. Astor, by whom he had 
a daughter, Mrs. Chanier, whose husband 
was a member of Congress, aad it used to be 
said that he received asam of money from 
his daughter. He had been ail over the 
world ‘wining aud dining, and fell in with 
bright, idle people of riches, and he was at 
once a friend of Longfellow, of Speaker 
Blaine, of Charles Sumner and of Garfield. 
Mr. Ward was sent to Washington to repre- 
sent various interests requiring a man there, 
and had rooms on the deml-monde side, 
nearly opposite Willard’s Hotel, but with a 
block of houses between him and the general 
world. And there he cooked and often gave 
dinners of his own cooking. Everybody who 
met him liked him, but some who never saw 
him were naturally severe upon a man with 
such au irresponsible avocation. It was said 
his companion, a boyish-looking person, was 
at one time found out to be a woman. I re- 
member Whitelaw Reid, when he was a4 


Washington correspondent, writing a 
letter on that eXposure. Ward told 
me once that‘ the secret of his 


being able to eat and drink so much was that 
he never drank whisky nor distilled liquors— 
drank only wine, and never drank till dinner 
and after dinner. While he was giving me 
this information he produced a bottie of 
champagne which he had brought into the 
cars. We were ina Pullman ear, going to 
Washington, and gravely at midnight or 
thereabout he had his champagne, and turned 
in. About four years ago Jim Keene, the 
speculater, coming to New York without 
friends, found Sam Ward, who seemed to 
know everybody, and introduced him around; 
and it is uncerstood he made for Ward a re- 
spectable nest-egg, enough to secure him 
with care for life. He is also reported to 
have tumbledin with Villard, and to have 
made even more money than he got from 
Keene out of the Oregon Navigation Com- 
pany. 

Sam Ward looks to be 70 years old, or even 
more. Heis athick-set man, with a short 
neck, a square face, small, straying eves of a 
self-enjoying expression, a smile such as is 
never seen out of clubs, among the old hab- 
itues who are always ready for whist and au 
all-night bottie. ‘The other day | fell upon a 
book cf poems by Sam Ward, published 
eighteen years ago. It consists of over sixty 
pieces, some of them quite thin and shallow, 
and others with some personal fevling 
stronger than grace. Itis cedicated to 8. L.

FLORENCE’S MISSION. 


The Genial Actor and His Office-Seek- 
ing Experience. 
**Gath’’ in Cincinnati Enquirer. 

I met on the street fora few minutes to- 
day Mr. Wm. J. Florence, the actor, who has 
been recommended by the hest class of peo- 
pie in all professions for a position under the 
Government.

OUR DETECTIVES. 

Mere words and mereidie regrets cannot 
wipe away the disgrace to this city of the un- 
explained disappearance of ZoU WATKINS. 
That such a fact could occur here in the 
heart of a great city and all the resources of 
law and order at our command fail even 
to give a reasonable theory to account for her 
disappearance is a stigma upon the commu- 
nity. Our police, having brought their minds 
to bear upon the imystery, announce that 
the girl has probably gone off with a lover, 
or that she may have committed suicide. They 
comfortably hope that time will unravel the 
whole story, and they wish heartily that 
people would quit bothering about the girl. 
The case is only one more proof that St. Lonis 
is the paymaster of the worst and most in- 
efficient police force to be found within the 
limits of this country.: Our detectives 
have the evil merit of being a little 
more thick-headed and stupid, as a 
class, than any other branch of the service, 
and. it would puzzie the warmest friend of 
the department to point out any instance 
within the last five years wherein they de- 
tected anything or anybody above the grade 
of a sneak-thief cursed by Providence with a 
smaller intellect than a St. Louis de- 
tective’s. Their superhuman  astuteness 
in arresting old man BENDER and in 
not arresting the murderer SANDERS are 
fair exemples of their works. Any case 
which requires a spoonful of brains is too 
heavy for them. The LOUDERMAN murder, 
for instance. would be unsolved to this day if 
the detectives had been obliged to produce 
the murderer. The TONKIN murder is a mys- 
tery yet. Any crime above petty larceny isa 
sealed book to our local VIDOCQS, as any 
one but the detectives will admit. 
This ZOU WATKINS abduction or flight is 
another instance of their incapacity. There 
are nearly a dozen detectives getting $100a 
month for their peculiar ability to solve 
criminal mystery. Here is a mystery, ana 
what have they done with it? It is known 
that a hack without lights was suspiciously 
in the locality of the abduction on the night 
it occurred, and that two men and a girl, the 
latter either drugged or drunk, were standing 
beside it. Instead of trying to find the 
hack the efforts of the detectives have 
been solely directed to proving this one wit- 
ness aliar. The family of the missing girl 
declare that she had no lover, that she re- 
ceived no company in Denver. A great deal 
of detective ability has been wasted in trying 
to secure evidence from Denver to prove 
that the girl’s relatives are willfully 
trying to deceive the St. Louis police. 
The power of the department being concen- 
trated upon these important questions, it is 
not difficult to understand why the girl has 
not been found. Itis about time that the 
detective department of the police force be 
overhauled. The incapables now drawing $100 
a month should be turned adrift in a body. 
They do nothing to justify themselves. They 
leave nothing undone to prove that their 
proper sphere of action is the 
front platform of the bob-tail ear. 
They would be shining successes as janizaries 
ofthe dog-pound. Ifit is impossible to get 
better men than these we would save money 
to have no detectives atall.

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GOV. CRITTENDEN’S recent interview pub- 
lished in the New York World is largely 
taken up with gush snd hog-wash about Jay 
GOULD’s Missouri Pacific and Wabash Rail- 
road lines in this State. Speaking of them, 
the Governor said: 

I don’t see how they can handle all ourcrops 
this year, unlessthey have increased facilities 
for carrying. The country is just covered with 
grain, aud when I say covered I mean just 
what the word implies. People East have very 
little idea or Western crops. I teli you there 
never was such promise in a country, and that 
means that the fields are swelled to their 
utmost and that the crops will cry out to be 
transported. The Missouri Pacitic and the St. 
Louis, Wabash and Pacific Railroads will have 
their hands fullthis summer. Both are excel- 
lent roads, and they promise to be two of the 
grandest properties in thecountry. Never was 
there as much travel over these roads as at the 
present time, and their freight business ig in- 
creasing rapidly. I am well acquainted with 
the Missouri Pacific, and I say without hesita- 
tion that I consider that, for a road of its size, 
itis the best property to-day in the United 
States. Itisa first-class road in every par- 
ticular, andthe whole State feels that it is 
contributing largely to its development. 

Now let us look into this business. Gov. 
CRITTENDEN has a sonin theemploy of the 
Wabash Railwsy Company—a favor, it is pre- 
sumed, from JAY GOULD. The New York 
WVorld is owned by JAY GOULD and is used 
by him for stock-jobbing operations. Re- 
centiy there has been a marked decline in Mr. 
GOULD’s stocks and they have demanded a 
vast amount of boosting. The New York 
market has been feverish, uncertain and 
slightly panicky, and it has required a great 
deal of talk about crop prespects and the 
West to keep Mr. GOULD’S railroad specula- 
tions above water. Mr. CRITTENDEN, it 
seems, has lent himeeif tothe World to puff 
and“bull” Mr. GouLp’s railroads. Is it in| 
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this way that he makes his trips to New York 


profitable? 
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It is extremely unfortunate for Gen. D. M. 
FROST that, just as he had polished off “his- 
tory” with a six-column account of the cap- 
ture of Camp (Claib.) Jackson, setting forth 
the unconstitutionality of the raid upon a lot 
of innocent State militia muddled together 
under the flag of the Union for pure pastime 
and social cultivation, the Globe-Democrat 
should unearth his letter which was 
written in January, I861, to that arch- 
traitor and scamp, CLAIB. JACKSON. In this 
letter Gen. FROstT told of his visit to Mal. 
BELL, the Federal Commander of the Arsenal, 
near this city, whom he found to be in sym- 
pathy with the Confederate/ cause and ready 
to surrender his post and its 40,000 arms and 
all its munitions to the authorities of Missouri 
when called upon. Gen. FROST wrote to his 
friend. the Governor: 

This Arsenal, if properly Jooked after, will be 
everything to our State, and J intend to look after 
it—very quietly, however. Maj.Beil’sideaisthat 
it would be disgraceful to him as a military man 
to surrender to a mob, whilst he could do so, 
without compromising his dignity, to the State 
authorities. Ofcourse, I did not show him 
your order; but Iinformed him that you had 
authorized me to act as I might think prover 
to protect the public property. \ 

It was not long after this delightful inter- 
change of confidences all around the board 
that the militia inthis part of the State was 
called to assemble at Camp Jackson for pur- 
poses of pleasure and recreation. In order 
to completely understand the terms wnich 
Gen. FROST employs in this letter it shou!d 
be explained that ‘‘the mob’? meant the 
Union Home Guard, organized under Prest. 
LINCOLN’S proclamation, and the “authori- 
ties’? meant the rebel State Government, 
represented by JACKSON and his frre-eating 
crowd. 

Dr. Laws, President of the Columbia Uni- 
versity, who went out of his way to defend 
the doctrine of secession in his address be- 
fore the Missouri Press Association, finds an 
able defender in the editor of the Saline 
County Progress.

Laws, answer them logically; but for heaven’s 
sake don’t stultify yourself and disgrace the 
press by denying him the right of free speech 
and abusing him for exercising it. Shame on 
such bigotry! 


This is a very ingenious defense. It would 
be a pity to muzzle a great man like Dr. 
Laws. Free speech is a sacred and beautiful! 
thing, but suppose the next distinguished 
citizen who is invited to address the editors 
of Missouri takes a notion into his head to 
attack the Christian religion or deliver an 
argument in favor of free love or polygamy, 
will it be the duty of the members of the 
association to quietly, calmly and consider- 
ately listen to the tirade? Hasn’t the Associ- 
ation some aims and purposes which can be 
perverted by an unrestricted indulgence in 
the luxury of free speech?

purified of the ignorant and dishonorable 
‘‘irregulars’”?’ who now control such a large 
share, would be brought directiy 
within the province of competent and worthy 
hands. Iventuretosay that on account of 
the disrepute into which this fascinating 
branch of legal study has fallen in St. Louis, 
many able attorneys, who in their student 
days were attracted to the study of the lega! 
profession by the dreams of fame to be won 
‘atthe bar of the Criminal Court, have neg- 
lected the study of criminal law altogether, 
andithus have inflicted a severe loss on the 
whole system of ourliaws. Take a look at the 
catalogues of our law publishers and note the 
paucity of new works on the subject of 
criminal law and contrast it with the immense 
number of books On every other 
branch of legal studv—the differ- 
ence is tremendous. Now I assert 
that there isnot a more deiightful or philo- 
sophical study than that of criminal law, 
andi wantto see the criminal practice re- 
stored to its former honorable place. There 
is a third consideration to be taken into ac- 
count in this matter of transferring the busi- 
ness Of the Criminal Court tothe Circuit 
Courts, and this is doubtiess the reason of the 
recommendation made by the committee. 
That consideration is economy. Aside from 
the tremendous cost of maintaining prisoners 
at the public expense pending fina! disposition 
of their cases, the expenses of running the 
Criminal Court are very heavy. The salaries 
of the Judge, the Clerk and the other officers 
of the court, while they are not excessive or 
unreasonable, would be saved if the court 
Was abolished, of course.” 

“But,’? interposed the reporter, “have the 
Circuit Courts got the time to attend to -the 
criminal business. ’? 

“Yes, sir. Nothing is so noticeable as the 
steady decrease in the civil business of our 
courts. I have taken the trouble to post my- 
selfonthis subject In1875 the total num- 
ber of original suits, garnishments, ex-parte 
andappeal cases filed in the office of the 
Circuit Clerk was 5,030; in 1876 it was 4,253;

Commercial Chips, 

It is expected that the hay crop of California 
will be simply enormous. ANew York paper 
says: ‘‘St. Louis grain men are Offering large 
lines of wheatfor shipment to New York.’’ 
Ah, hah!.——The wheat acreage in Northern 
Minnesota and Northern Dakota shows an in- 
crease of from 30 to 100 rer cent.——The St. 
Paul dispatch of this morning to Charley Wall 
says: ‘‘Wheatallin; looks weli. Weather 
pleasant.’’——A special to the St. Louis Gro- 
cer from Wheeling, W. Va., reports a strike of 
nail makers as almcst certain, and in conse- 
quence mills will make no contracts for fu- 
ture delivery. Look out for an advance in 
nails~—This country is still importing her own 
product; 250 boxes bacon shoulders and 200 
boxes long and short clear middles have been 


received in New York from Ant- 
werp. Some of the short clear sold at 
liie.—-It has been stated that the 


wheat crop of Indiana was badly damaged, 
but a large house inthat State on the Wabash 
Road writes that the wheat crop will exceed 
that of 1879, and harvesting will begin June 16. 
—An explanation of that spring wheat ques- 
tion is that the wheat shipped here as winter 
was raised from wheat brought to this country 
from Russia by the Mennonites, and known as 
‘‘Turkey wheat.’’ Itis a hard, flinty, emall- 
berried wheat and can be planted either in the 
spring or winter, so that it is a question 
whether itis winter or spring wheat. In all 

other markets, except St. Louis, it passe3 as 
winter wheat, but here our rules exclude it 
trom that category and it goes in as spring.—— 
——Corn in Kunsas on the line of the Missourt 
Pacific is coming upin fine condition. Corn 
is looking nicely in all the southern and cen- 
tral counties of the State.——Harvesting of 
wheat and oatsin Kentucky and Tennesseé 18 
progressing steadilvy.——The visible supply on 
May 20 was 9,894,224 bu. wheat, 8,158,129 bu. 
corn, 1,896,678 bu. Oats, 999,119 bu. rye and 
189,701 bu. barley; a decrease of 314,607 bu. 
wheat and 393,142 bu. corn and an increase of 
23,000 bu. oats trom May 13.——‘‘A Victim’’ is 
informed that the inempers of the Fioor Com- 
mittee do not receive a regular salary from the 
Exchange.

BANDIT BIOGRAPHY. 
The History of Jesse James Dictated 
by His Wife and Mother.

An Arraignment of Crittenden — New 
Facts—Who Really Participated 
in the Bank Robberies. 


The intelligent portion of the community 
who cared enough about Missouri bandits, 
guerrilias and train robbers to read their his- 
tory have read the volumes published several 
years ago by Maj. John N. Edwards, whose 
books are cherished to-day because of the 
beautiful oword-painting that charac- 
terizes them. Within recent years a large 
number of books nave been thrown upon the 
market as histories of the local bandits, with 
not even the redeeming feature of literary 
merit, and as a consequence the public have 
ceased to be concerned over the contests be- 
tween the rival publishing houses for recog- 
nition. The latest work, entitled “Life and 
Times of Jesse and Frank James,’’? was 
issued yesterday by the publishing 
house of James H. Chambers, and calls for 


some notice as being the history dictated by 
Mrs. Jesse W. James and Mrs. Zereida Sam- 
uels to the author, Mr. Frank ‘ripiett. The 
book certainly has the merit of being written 
inaplain, unvarnished manner, with here 
and there avery successful dash at Maj. 
Edwards’ ornate style, and without the usual 
accompaniment of blood and thunder. Itis 
noticeable, however, that efforts are made to 
prove an alibi for the Jameses in mostfof the 
bank robberies occurring since the war. 
The marvelous doings of the Quantrell 
gang, the Lawrence and Centralia massacres 
and the horrible details of guerrilla warfare 
that closed in 1865 are very properly narrow- 
ed down to forty-five pages, and contain 
nothing new. Even most of the wood-cvuts 
attendant upon these six chapters are the 
originals of Maj. Edwards’ book. 

The bank robbery at Liberty, Mo., Febru- 
ary 14, 1866, has a brief notice, and the pres- 
ence of the Jameses and Youngers is denied, 
while the following are named as having 
participated: Jim White, J. P. Eimunson, 
Bill Chiles, Ol. Shepherd, Bud Pence, Moa- 
kers, three brothers from Saline county 
(never suspected), Bud McDaniels and Dave 
Means, of Howard county. 

The bank robberies at Lexington, Mo., Oc- 
tober 30, 1866, at Savannah, Mo., March 2, 
1867, and at Richmond, Mo., are given briefly, 
and the participation of the Jameses and 
Youngers therein denied. 

The Russellville, Ky., bank robbery of 
March 20, 1868, is attributed to George Shep- 
herd, Oi. Shepherd, Cole Younger, Dick Lit- 
tle and Saunders, neither of the Jaimeses hav- 
ing been present. 

im Anderson gets the credit of the Galla- 

tin bank robbery of December, 1869, after 
which Jesse James travels to California by 
way of New York andthe Isthmus of Pana- 
ma, and he is not connected with any acts of 
lawlessness until the Corydon, la., bank 
robbery, in 1871. The book declares that the 
Missouri bandits had nothing todo with the 
Columbia, Ky., bank robbery, but admits 
that Jesse James, Frank James, 
the  Youngers and Ciel Miller 
robbed the Ste. Genevieve bank. The 
Hot Springs stage robbery, the Kansas City 
Fair Grounds robbery, the Chicago, Rock 
{ Island and Pacific train robbery, the Gad’s 
Hill affair, the Muncie, Kas., train robbery, 
the Otterville train robbery, the Northfield 
bank robbery and the Glendale train robbery 
are all accredited to the active presence of the 
Jameses, but it is unhesitatingly deciared 
that they had nothing to do with the murder 
of Daniel Askew, tne San Antonio stage rob- 
bery, the Huntington, We es 
bank robbery, the Union Pacific 
train robbery, the Winston and the Blue Cut 
robberies. ‘There is nothing new in the de- 
tails of these robberies except the assigning 
of motives for the participations and absences 
of the dames boys, and the graphic account of 
the retreat of the James boysfrom Northfield. 
The author has the following significant par- 
agraph: 
“After Glendale, Jesse found a spirit of re- 
volt rising against him, which culminated at 
Winston, where he was not only defied but 
absolutely ignored. Knowing that he 
would have al! the blame 
of this affair to bear, he demanded from the 
others afull share of the spoil secured, and 
a promise that thev would neveragain en- 
gagein anything of the kind unless he was 
first notified. Fearing tbat he would want 
the lion’s share of the booty, and anxious to 
break away from his rule, Little and Cum- 
mings refused absolutely, and the others 
joined with them in their rebellion. This, 
and nothing else—no matter what may now 
be said—was the cause of the deadly enmity 
shared by Little and Cummings against Jesse 
James.”? 

This statement is certainly new, and, if cor- 
rect, shows that Jesse James had been abso- 
lutely deserted by every member of his gang, 
and at the time of his death was utterly with- 
out following of any kind. 

The book further contains a well-written 
account of the assassination of Jesse, with 
the funeral and sl! the attending circum- 
stances, but nothing more thanthe daily 
newspapers have already contained. The 
history of Crittenden’s drum-head court. 
martial is lified bodily from the 
POST-DISPATCH, and inserted as a separate 
chapter. The work concludes with a terrible 
arraignment of Goy. Crittenden, ending with 
the following paragraph: 

“Of Crittenden, the man, knowing nothing, 
we have nothing to say; but of Crittenden, 
the officer and Governor, we ciaim the right 
that belongs to every free-born citizen, to 
crilicise his acts as they may deserve. So far 
they have proved him a tyrant, 
unscrupulous in the exercise of usurped 
powers, and & man dangerous to 
the 1iberties of the people. Such men should 
never be entrusted with power; but if it is 
thought that their ignorance of law should 
excuse their crimes, then they should speed- 
ily be relegated to a private station where 
such crimes and outrages may not bring dis- 
grace upon a whole people, but may be con- 
fined in their effects to the perpetrator 
solely.’ 

Altogether this new bookis a very truthful 
account of the career of the Jameses and wil] 
undoubtedly have a large sale, It is wel! 
written, handsomely bound and interesting.
